D. C., j 
is expected to come to Adams coun­ 
ty in a few days to determ ine the 
price to be paid for the fruit. G row- . 
ers here will be notified of the pre- J 
vailing price and will tx* asked to 
make known the am ount of fruit 
they will dispose of at th at price 
The county allotm ents will be deter­ 
mined by the am ount of surplus 
fruit reported.

“They are a highly mobile force, 
with m ilitary garrisons,” General 
Niessel said.

B ritain’s defense departments work­ 
ed at high speed Sunday to complete 
details of a rearmament program to 
expand and modernize the empire’s 
military, naval and air forces.

p. rn. FYiday after the worst snow­ 
storm since 1899 struck the lower 
lialf of the Eastern Shore. 
Confers With Reckord 
While the governor was confer­ 
ring with Major-General Milton A 
Reckord, 
Adjutant - General 
of 
Maryland, who was named chair­ 
man of the board of inquiry, other 
relief agencies were busy sending 
food from the Coast Guard depot 
at Curtis Bay, which depleted its 
stores to make up the required food 
shipment, and from Langley Field. 
Virginia, where an army bomber 
took off with 1,000 pounds of food 
which was 
dropped at Tangler j 
Island. 
While Governor Nice was silent j 
on the subject, others high in the 
State's councils 
wanted to know 
what the State of Virginia intend­ 
ed to do for its citizens on Tangier ; 
Island. 
All the relief which has 
reached them so far has been sent j 
from Maryland, 
except 
for 1,000 •

Tangier is just across the State 
line and a few miles from neigh­ 
boring Smith Island in Maryland 
territory.

“Matter Of Humanity” 
“This thing is not a matter of 
geography, it is a matter of hu­ 
manity," Governor Nice said when 
his attention was drawn to the 
criticism.
